The experimental furnace consists plain shaft, feet 
high, feet square inside the bottom, and feet square 
the top. The flames from the fire-places, which are built 
opposite sides the shaft, enter three feet from the bot- 
tom. The roasted ore accumulates the bottom. Near the

horizontal flue connected with small fire-place designed 
roast the fine dust that escapes through the fines.

effect complete explosion. property nitro-glycerine 
has, course, unfavorable influence upon its intended ef- 
fect, also rendering more dangerous, and injurious. 
That, more especially, the latter inference correct 
shown the following viz.: the nitro-glycerine 
that does not explode, is, this opportunity, generally thrown 
about upon the surfaces the rocks, the form thin coat- 
ing, where likely remain some time, once source 
danger, and cause unhealthfulness. case fractar- 
ed, fissured rocks, this residue nitro-glycerine particu- 
larly dangerous.
